STATUTORY REFERENCE: 
 
35-80-106.5 Psittacine bird leg band fee.   (1) Each applicant for a Colorado psittacine bird leg band shall be issued a bird leg band 

number by the commissioner after paying the required application fee, and each holder of a bird leg band shall pay an 
annual fee on or before October 1 of each year.  (2) The application and renewal fees described in subsection (1) of this 
section shall be set forth in rule adopted by the commissioner.  This statute change was adopted on June 1, 1998. 

 
 
35-80-108 Unlawful acts. (1) Unless otherwise authorized by law, it is unlawful and a violation of this article for any person or 

entity: 
(i) To import or have in such person’s possession for the purpose of selling, trading, giving, or otherwise 

transferring certain species of birds designated by the commissioner (psittacine birds) that have not been legally 
banded with a leg band applied during the prefeathered stage of development and appropriate to the size and 
species of the bird. 
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
